unemployed, President Roosevelt re- 
marked the other day that we must 
reconcile ourselvas to a considerable 
percentage of. eeu: unemproy- 
ment.

Much nonsense has been written 
about the Southern mountaineers 
on whom the Tennessee Valley proj- 
ject, affecting, as it will, the des- 
tinies of many of them, has focused 
fresh attention. Nothing about this 
primitive folk seems too romantic 
or grotesque to be believed. ‘They 
are referred to as our “contempor- 
ary ancestors” by sociologists, and 
dubbed “hill-billies” by more fitp- 
pant commentators. Novelists pit 
into their mouths a jargon which 
would puzzle any mountaineer as 
deeply as Hindustani. In _ legend 
their characters are primitive, yet 
fundamentally fine—even noble; 
their vices are only the picturesque, 
never the odious ones. A stalwart 
race they undoubtedly are. Yet cou- 
ditions in recent years have worked 
them incalculable harm. 
| There have been moonshiners as 
jlong as there have been moun- 
taineers. But where there was one
